Family seek answers to 
ex-metal worker’s death 


Quest to find if cancer was caused by exposure to asbestos

THE family of a Harlow man who died 
from a type of cancer commonly asso¬ 
ciated with exposure to asbestos are 
hoping former workmates may be able 
to shed light on how his illness 
developed. 

Ex-sheet metal worker John Bright 
passed away in November at the age of 
68, 15 months after being diagnosed 
with mesothelioma. 

According to Cancer Research UK, 
many cases have been caused by 
exposure to asbestos at work. 

Shortly before his death, Mr Bright 
and his family instructed law firm 
Irwin Mitchell to investigate how his 
illness developed and, if asbestos was 
the cause, whether more should have 
been done to protect him. 


Before he died, Mr 
Bright had said he 
believed his work fitting 
air conditioning and air 
vent ducting may have 
brought him into contact 
with deadly material. 

Mr Bright worked at 
W.J. Collins, trading as 
New Ducts Ltd of Bish¬ 
op’s Stortford, between 
1963 and 1994. As part of 
their investigations, the 
law firm is now trying to 
trace anyone who work¬ 
ed with him. 

Mr Bright’s wife 
Joyce, 68, said: “He remembered feed¬ 
ing ducting through holes he had cut 
in corrugated factory roofing which 
he believed was manufactured with 
asbestos. 


“He also recalled 
working on old build¬ 
ings with asbestos clad¬ 
ding. 

“The nature of his 
work meant there was 
also a lot of dust around 
him. 

“It was devastating to 
see how mesothelioma 
affected John and it left 
him unable to do even 
the most basic day-to- 
day tasks. 

“We miss him every 
day and while nothing 
will bring him back we 
just want to know whether more 
should have been done to protect him 
from the risks of asbestos exposure 
and gain justice on his behalf.” 
Phoebe Osborne, a legal expert at 


Irwin Mitchell’s office in Cambridge, 
said: “This case is another terrible 
reminder of the devastating con¬ 
sequences that asbestos exposure can 
have on those affected and their fam¬ 
ilies, often many years after the initial 
contact with the material. 

“Following John’s death, his family 
have maintained their determination 
to gain answers regarding just how he 
came to be affected by mesothelioma 
and we would urge anyone with 
information on the working condi¬ 
tions he would have faced to come 
forward. 

“Even the smallest detail could be a 
major step forward in helping them 
get the justice they deserve.”

AFTER a 10-year-wait Prentice Place 
will finally be renovated after Harlow 
Council passed a £4 million improve¬ 
ment plan. 

The Potter Street retail develop¬ 
ment, which includes Osier House GP 
surgery and a courtyard surrounded 
by shops and garages, was earmarked 
for regeneration in 2006. 

Under the plans the shop units, 
which include a newsagent, phar¬ 
macy, hairdresser, baker, supermarket 
and post office, will be refurbished but 
not demolished. 

Above the shops, 13 two-bedroom 
apartments which are currently unoc¬ 
cupied, will be renovated, with some 
becoming council flats and others 
affordable housing. 

Prentice Place shoppers had mixed 
views as to what the changes could 
mean. Potter Street resident Steve Par¬ 
sons, 62, said: “1 don’t know what can 
be done to modernise it. 

Laziness 

“People blame the council but many 
of the problems, like littering, are just 
because of people’s laziness.” 

Harold Gane, who also lives in Pot¬ 
ter Street, said: “They could do 
something to improve the look of the 
place. But 1 do like it as it is and there 
are a number of good shops here.” 

From the £3.99 million investment 
the council stands to make a £600,000 
profit in 40 years’ time through rent of 
the flats, garages and shop units. 

Osier House practice is owned by 
Harlow Health Centres Trust and the 
two parties are hoping to strike an 
agreement that will see the outside of 
the surgery brought in line with the 
other shop units. 

The health centres trust will fund 
refurbishments inside with the coun¬ 
cil footing the bill for exterior works. 

Improvements will also be made to

the car park to help make the shopping 
centre more accessible under the pro¬ 
posals. 

Pam Trott, from Fullers Mead, said: 
“It is criminal that it has been going 
on for so long and traders don’t know if 
they are coming or going. 

“It is good the council have finally 
got their foot on the pedal.” 

At a council cabinet meeting last 
Thursday, councillor Tony Durcan, 
portfolio holder for regeneration and 
enterprise, put forward their final pro¬ 
posals. 

Works are expected to start at the 
end of this year and be complete by 
2019. 

Cllr Durcan said: “Regeneration 
plans have never got this far before 


and no-one has ever put money on the 
table. Lots of things can go against us 
but we have taken a major step for¬ 
ward, and we are into the final phase 
of development.” 

Business owners in Prentice Place 
have not yet been told about the pro¬ 
posals but Cllr Durcan clarified that a 
series of meetings and talks will follow 
to finalise plans. 

“We will continue to be the land¬ 
lords and will change the frontage of 
the shops - we will be talking with 
shop owners over the coming weeks,” 
he said. 

“Residents are not getting all the 
possible services from this unit as the 
flats have been empty there for five 
years and we want to bring these into 
use. 

“It is possible to change the func¬ 
tions of these properties to make them 
multi-use, for example merging the 
post office with the newsagent which 
we have done in other parts of the 
town. 

“Businesses are talking about foot¬ 
fall and that people are not stopping to 
use the shops because it is difficult to 
park there so we will address that.” 

The council made the decision from 
a shortlist of options for how to best 
renovate the shops taking the GP sur¬ 
gery, budgets and timescale into 
account.

Corbyn in town 
to launch battle 
for council seats 

Labour leader praises party’s record in Harlow

LABOUR leader Jeremy Corbyn 
kicked off his party’s local elec¬ 
tions campaign during a visit to 
Harlow on Tuesday. 

While the attention of the 
national press centred on Mr 
Corbyn’s reaction to the Panama 
Papers tax scandal, he told an 
audience of party supporters at 
Moot House, in The Stow, that 
only Labour would stand up for 
voters. 

“We are campaigning all over 
the country and we have aspir¬ 
ation to get Labour elected all 
over,” he said. 

“Across the country it is Labour 
councils that are standing up. 
Here in Harlow more than Elm 
has been invested in town centre 
regeneration. 

“Labour councils are also 
building council housing for fam¬ 
ilies but they need to be allowed to 
do so on a much greater scale.” 

Majority 

Labour currently holds 19 of the 
33 seats on Harlow Council but its 
majority will be put to the test 
when 11 seats are up for grabs in 
the local government elections on 
Thursday, May 5. 

Mr Corbyn said he chose to 
launch the campaign in Harlow 
because the council had recently 
embarked on its first council 
housebuilding programme in 25 
years. He added that services in 
the town such as the NHS were 
also under pressure, as they were 
across the country. 

He also praised the council for 
its role in getting the town’s street 
lights turned back on overnight, a 
move which he said demonstrated 
how local authorities can make a 
difference to residients’ lives des¬ 
pite Government cuts. 

“Being elected is hard work but 
Harlow Council has managed to

invest in services and the town 
centre,” said Mr Corbyn. “Elect¬ 
ing a Labour council is the best 
protection for your community 
against the onslaught from this 
Conservative government. 

“Even in the toughest of times it 
is Labour councils that are mak¬ 
ing better choices.” 

He added: “The Government is 
making the wrong choices and 
has the wrong priorities. In the 
last Parliament they cut more 
than £4bn from adult social care, 
the budget to look after elderly 
people in their homes. Yet it found 
billions to give huge tax breaks to 
big corporations and the highest 
earners.” 

Mr Corbyn used his speech to 
attack the Government over its 
proposals to turn all schools into 
academies, health care and the 
crisis facing the British steel 
industry following the news that 
Tata is planning to sell all its 
plants in Britain. 

On the subject of the Panama 
Papersl, he said: “The Govern¬ 


ment needs to stop pussyfooting 
around on tax dodging. There can¬ 
not be one set of tax rules for the 
wealthy elite and another for the 
rest of us. This unfairness and 
abuse must stop. No more lip ser¬ 
vice, the richest must pay their 
way.” 

Afterwards, Mr Corbyn visited 
the homes of party supporters in 
the town. 

One of them, Bridget McAlpine, 
of Vicarage Wood, said: “1 went to 
meet him at Moot House and it 
was very interesting. He is a very 
good speaker and covered a broad 
range of issues. 

“My niece, Laura, is a massive 
supporter and she came to my 
house when he came to the door. 
We had quite a nice talk but we 
didn’t go into politics or anything 
too heavy. 

“He was quite inspiring in what 
he said and was very measured 
but that’s what you would expect 
from an experienced politician. 1 
felt he really knew what he was 
talking about.”

Magnificent milestone 
for air ambulance trust 

FUNDRAISING for the Essex & Herts 
Air Ambulance Trust has reached new 
heights after donations from across the 
two counties have helped the charity to 
purchase its own helicopter for the first 
time in its 20-year history. 

Rob Forsyth, chairman of the EHAAT 
trustees, signed the contract for the £6m 
Agusta Westland AW169 with aircraft 
operator Medical Aviation Services last 
week. 

In addition, a 10-year contract to lease 
an MD902 Explorer was also approved. 

The trust will take possession of both 
aircraft early next year and they will be 
ready to fly in June when the leases on 
its current aircraft come to an end. 

The purchase was also made possible 
after the charity made a successful bid 
for £1.5m from the Government’s Libor 
fund. 

The AW169 will be the most advanced 
aircraft flying within the East of 
England region's air ambulance services. 

Mr Forsyth said: “We simply couldn’t 
have reached this magnificent milestone 
were it not for the tremendous support 
we receive from the people and 
businesses of Essex and Hertfordshire.”

Danger UXB! Anti-tank 
rockets dumped by road 

Army bomb disposal team called to deal with explosive discovery

AN Army bomb disposal team was 
called to Epping after six Second World 
War anti-tank rockets were dumped 
behind a bus stop. 

The live munitions, which were used 
to destroy heavily armoured military 
vehicles, were discovered by a member 
of the public out walking their dog in 
Coopersale shortly before 5pm last 
Tuesday. 

They were taken to a farm in Duck 
Lane, North Weald, where they were 
destroyed in a controlled explosion 
carried out by the Army Explosives 
Ordnance Disposal Unit. 

Farmer William Aldis, 36, said “My 
mother and 1 were sitting in the kit¬ 
chen having a chat about farm busi¬ 
ness when a policeman turned up. 1 
was thinking ‘oh no what’s gone on?’ 

“He said ‘Can we borrow your field?’ 
and 1 asked him why. He said ‘We would

Mr Aldis allowed them to carry out 
the explosion in an unused field bor- 
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dering the Mil. 

“They cleared a 100-metre cordon 


around it and blew a massive great 
hole in our field,” he said. “It’s totally 
out of the ordinary but was quite good 
fun and made a really big bang. 

“My next-door neighbour has a farm 
around three-quarters-of-a-mile away 
and said he was sitting in his hot tub in 
his garden when the bang went off. 

“He said it went off so loud in the 
village. I’ve heard other people in the 
village heard it more than a mile 
away.” 

Destroy 

He continued: “1 think they thought 
only one or two of the bombs were live 
and they put in more explosives than 
they probably needed to destroy 
them. 

“The bomb disposal guy said he 
reckoned all six were still live as he 
wasn’t expecting such a big bang. It 
was quite fun, a bit more exciting than 
a wet and boring Tuesday evening.” 

Detectives are now trying to find 
who was responsible for dumping the 
rockets to find out whether they have 
any more.

Candlelit vigil to

A CANDLELIT vigil will be held for a 
seven-year-old girl who was fatally 
injured when a bouncy castle blew away 
in Harlow Town Park. 

Summer Grant, who was from Nor¬ 
wich, died following the incident on Sat¬ 
urday, March 26. 

Her family said the messages of sup¬ 
port they received had been overwhelm¬ 
ing and thanked the public for 
donations. Two fundraising websites 
have raised almost £9,000 to help support 
the family. 

On Saturday, a two-minute silence will 
be held at the gates of Harlow Town Park 
off Fifth Avenue, where Summer was 
injured, and her favourite song will be 
played. 

An indoor event is also taking place 
between 1pm and 5pm at the Harvey 
Centre to raise money for a bench and 
plaque in Summer's memory. 

There will be a raffle, face painting 
and other stalls. 

It is believed a strong gust of wind 
swept the dome-shaped inflatable Sum¬ 
mer was playing on 150m (492ft) across 
the park, on March 26. 

Paramedics were called but Summer 
later died in hospital after suffering 
multiple injuries. 

Two people, a 24-year-old woman and a 
man, 27, were later arrested on suspicion 
of manslaughter by gross negligence and 
bailed until May. 

Scores of teddy bears and flowers in 
Summer’s memory have been placed at 
the gates of the park. 

The vigil will take place on Saturday 
from 8pm. 

Summer’s father Lee Grant said: “She 
was the most happy, polite and beautiful 
girl in the world. 1 still can't come to 
terms she's not here. We all love you so so 
much, you will always be with us.” 
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Budget underspend 

HARLOW: Harlow Council 
underspent on its 2015-16 budget by 
almost three-quarters of a million 
pounds during the third quarter of 
the financial year. 

Spending during the three-month 
period from October to December 
was down by £738,000 (1.07 per cent) 
on its estimate. 

Council leader Jon Clempner told 
last Thursday’s cabinet meeting: 
“This demonstrates a strong 
financial control and understanding. 
The council’s performance has 
turned around.” 

New bus service

Town Park homes 
plan is withdrawn 


More than 1,100 people sign pressure group’s petition

PLANS to build two houses in the Harlow 
Town Park conservation area have been 
withdrawn after more than 1,000 people 
signed a petition objecting to the pro¬ 
posal. 

Pressure group Protect Harlow’s Green 
Spaces and Trees led opposition to the 
development in Park Lane which would 
have resulted in the loss of 14 trees. 

The planning application was seeking 
permission to build two semi-detached 
three-bedroom properties with two 
detached garages and retaining wall at the 
rear of 5 Park Lane. 

However, law firm Attwaters Jameson 
Hill, who represent Protect Harlow’s 
Green Spaces and Tree, confirmed on 
Thursday the application had been 
withdrawn. 

The petition signed by 1,125 people, 
was handed in to Harlow Council by 
organiser John Mustafa, who said: 
“My thoughts are that common sense 
has prevailed. 

“There are lots of spaces to build on so 1 
don’t see a need to build on green space. 1 
do not oppose just because it is in my back 
yard but because it is in a conservation 
area.” 

According to the Harlow Local Plan 
2006, Park Lane is in a protected Green 
Wedge and Town Park conservation area. 
An assessment of trees on the site said 14

were in a poor condition and would need 
to be removed from the site. 

Salvatore Amico, a specialist planning 
lawyer with Attwaters Jameson Hill, said: 
“My clients are delighted. They felt that 
the proposed development would have 
undermined the local conservation area 
and green wedge situated close to Harlow 
town centre.” 


However, Mr Mustafa warned the 
application could be resubmitted in the 
near future, adding: “If it is we will oppose 
it again as it is something we feel very 
strongly about. 

“A lot of money has been spent in devel¬ 
oping the park and lots of people come 
walking down Park Lane. Building work 
and an increased number of cars along 
there could also be quite dangerous.” 

Posting on PHGST’s Facebook page, he 
thanked all those who had opposed the 
application. “You are amazing, thank you 
to everyone involved,” he said. 
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Patients warned 
to expect delays 
during walkout 
by junior medics 

PEOPLE attending outpatient 
appointments at Princess Alexan¬ 
dra Hospital today (Thursday) are 
warned to expect delays as the 48- 
hour strike by junior doctors enters 
its second day. 

The walkout started at 8am yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday). Medics are 
refusing to provide non-emergency 
care as part of their continued dis¬ 
pute with the Government over a 
new contract. 

The Princess Alexandra Hospital 
NHS Trust said outpatient clinics 
would be operating as normal 
throughout the period of industrial 
action but said there may be some 
delays. 

Patients have been advised to 
take refreshments in case of they 
are held up. 

PAH chief executive Phil Morley 
said: “We have worked hard to man¬ 
age staffing rotas during the strike 
and even though there is very high 
demand in the hospital at the 
moment we are committed to min¬ 
imising disruption for patients.” 

The British Medical Association 
is planning an all-out strike with no 
emergency cover later this month. 

The trust is also reminding 
people that they should only visit 
A&E in the event of a serious and 
life-threatening injury such as a 
loss of consciousness or serious 
state of confusion, persistent severe 
chest pain or breathing diffi¬ 
culties. 

Other options include calling 
NHS 111 to obtain medical advice 
when is not an emergency, visiting a 
GP or obtaining information from a 
pharmacist.

Prosecution drops 
impersonation case 

A MAN accused of impersonating a 
police officer walked free from court 
after the charge against him was 
dropped. 

The trial of Steven Clark, 19, who had 
given two addresses in Harlow at Fern 
Hill Lane and Brockles Mead, was due 
to start at Chelmsford Magistrates 
Court last Thursday. 

But the case was dismissed after 
Crown Prosecution Service lawyer Alice 
Owen offered no evidence. 

Clark had earlier pleaded not guilty to 
impersonating a special constable or a 
member of a police force with intent to 
deceive between February 5 and 6 this 
year. 

However, he was given a conditional 
discharge for 12 months and ordered to 
pay £100 court costs after pleading 
guilty to possessing cannabis which was 
found in his vehicle at the time of his 
arrest. 

Airport drivers face a 
£50 ‘drop-off’ penalty 

DRIVERS who spend more than 10 
minutes in the express drop-off area at 
Stansted Airport will now be charged an 
extra £50. 

The minimum charge of £2.50 for 10 
minutes has been increased to £3 and 
anyone caught staying over the 10- 
minute limit will have to pay the 
additional penalty fee. 

Airport bosses say it will reduce 
congestion in the zone which is classed 
as a premium service, 

“The area is not for drivers picking 
up passengers, it is for set down only so 
all users should safely exit the area 
within the 10-minute period,” said a 
spokesman. 

“For passengers wishing to stay 
longer than 10 minutes or to pick up 
passengers, we advise they use the short 
stay car park.” 

Reporting crime online 
after counter closures 

VICTIMS of crime are being 
encouraged to report it online following 
the closure of front counters at six 
police stations across Essex. 

The public are no longer able to 
report crimes in person at Epping, 
Loughton, Brentwood, South Ockendon, 
Rayleigh and Canvey stations. 

Assistant Chief Constable Maurice 
Mason said the closures will have no 
effect on police patrols and the force’s 
ability to respond to calls for help. 

“1 want to reassure people living in 
these [six] towns that our commitment 
to keep them safe remains our absolute 
priority,” he added.

Thousands of 
smoke alarms 
fitted in homes 
by fire service 

THOUSANDS of homes were fitted 
with smoke and carbon monoxide 
alarms last year as part of a pro¬ 
gramme of safety work carried out by 
Essex County Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice. 

Smoke alarms were fitted in almost 
9,000 homes across the county as part 
of the service’s Home Safety Visit 
scheme. 

In addition, 4,500 smoke alarms and 
1,400 carbon monoxide detectors were 
supplied to landlords to be fitted to 
rented properties. 

Over the past 10 years the number 
of incidents attended by fire crews has 
halved as prevention and protection 
work has made people more fire 
aware and homes and business 
throughout the county safer than 
ever. 

A consultation currently being 
undertaken by the service is prepar¬ 
ing for a future which will see an 
increased focus on prevention and 
protection work as call outs dimin¬ 
ish. 

Consultation 

The consultation, which runs until 
April 25, will help set the future shape 
and role of the service in the future. 

It sets out three options for change 
to prepare the service for a future 
with reductions in incidents, an 
increased focus on prevention and a 
commitment to become financially 
sustainable as reductions in funding 
continue every year to 2020. 

All of the options have a number of 
common factors including £3m of 
extra investment in prevention and 
protection, additional savings of over 
£2m from support functions and no 
fire station closures. 

Other proposals include ensuring 
that every home in Essex has a work¬ 
ing smoke alarm and plans to visit 
every Essex school child in years 
three, seven and eighth teaching the 
next generation to be safer. 

Since it launched on February 1 
more than 2,800 people have taken 
part in the consultation. 

Senior divisional officer Paul 
Bowers said: “We already carry out a 
huge amount of prevention and pro¬ 
tection work. 

“This consultation will help us 
strike a balance between prevention 
and response allowing us to reduce 
risk, prevent injury and save lives.”

STUDENTS from Harlow’s uni¬ 
versity technical college presen¬ 
ted their visions for transforming 
Harlow to a group of entrepren¬ 
eurs during a visit to Google’s 
Campus London.

THE number of some species of small 
birds visiting our gardens is on the 
increase, according to the results of a 
new survey. 

More than 500,000 people took part in 
the Royal Society for the Protection of 
Birds’ annual Big Garden Birdwatch. 
Members of the public were asked to 
spend an hour counting the birds in their 
gardens and local parks during the last 
weekend of January. 

The most frequently seen bird was the 




house sparrow, followed by the starling 
and blue tit. The sparrow also topped the 
list of birds spotted in gardens here in 
Essex. 

The results showed that while the 
numbers of some species such as the 
long tailed tit, coal tit and great tit are on 
the increase, the population of others 
including chaffinches, greenfinches and 
blackbirds are in decline. 

RSPB wildlife advisor Ben Andrew 
said: “A lot of our favourite garden birds 


are struggling and in need of our help. 

“Gardens or outdoor spaces are an 
invaluable resource for many species. 
They can provide a safe habitat and 
enough food and water to survive, which 
is likely to have a significant effect on 
their populations.” 

More than 90,000 schoolchildren also 
took part in the RSPB’s Big Schools 
Birdwatch, which showed that the 
blackbird remained our most common 
playground visitor.

The 
answer is to leave them alone. 

If you find a young bird out of its nest it is 
probably a fledgling. Young garden birds usually 
leave the nest about two weeks after hatching, just 
before they can fly. They will have grown all or 
most of their feathers, are very mobile and can 
walk, run and hop onto low branches. 

Fledglings are fed by their parents who are 
rarely far away and are probably collecting food. 
However, they will not return to the fledglings 
until you have gone.

Tests confirm ticks in field 
do carry fatal dog parasite 

TESTS have confirmed that ticks found in a Harlow 
field do carry the Babesia canis parasite which can 
be potentially fatal to dogs. 

Investigations were carried out after four dogs 
which had been in the grassed area off Third Avenue 
displayed symptoms of Babesiosis. 

Teams from the Animal and Plant Health Agency 
and Public Health England carried out a search of 
the area and took away a number of tick specimens 
for testing. Fourteen were found to carry the micro¬ 
organism which causes the disease 

Harlow Council has already erected fencing 
around the area to prevent dog walkers from using 
it. 

Canine babesiosis does not affect humans and the 
ticks concerned are extremely rare in this country. It 
is thought this is first time that Babesia has been 
found in the tick in the UK. 

Abnormal loads to cause 
delays at river crossing 

DRIVERS are being advised to plan their journeys 
in order to avoid a series of slow-moving, abnormal 
loads which will be using the Dartford Crossing on 
the M25 at weekends. 

Nine transformers are being moved from Lit- 
tlebrook Power Station to Thamesport on the Isle of 
Grain in Kent. 

The loads will be moved on Saturday (April 9) as 
well as Sunday April 17, Saturday May 7, Sunday 
May 15 and Sunday May 22. 

Traffic will be temporarily stopped for up to 30 
minutes while the loads are moving over the cross¬ 
ing. The loads are expected to be crossing at about 
9pm depending on traffic conditions.

The latest play from theatre 
company Dante or Die follows 
protagonist Zoe and her possessions 
through time on location at a 
storage centre. 

Harlow Lok’n Store (you read that 
right) will host the production from 
May 13 to May 15 as part of Harlow 
Playhouse Pay What You Can 
season. 

“We meet her (Zoe) when she is 18 
and is pretty care free,” explained 
co-writer and Dante or Die 
co-founder Terry O’Donovan. 

“She is with her brother and is 
asking him why he is keeping all 
this stuff in storage. We follow her 
through 25 years of her life so we 
see her wedding dress, some 
moments with her children as 
babies and there is a scene with her 
daughter when she is older. 

“The audience will arrive at 
Lok’n’Store and meet at the 
reception. They will be guided 
round by following the actress, 
getting up close and personal with 
everything. You see her get changed 
into the different fashions as we 
move from the 1980s to the 1990s. 
There are also different songs for 
each era playing with the Stone 
Roses moving into Supergrass and 
Alanis Morissette.” 

“There are two actresses playing 
Zoe, an older one and a younger 
one, and they swap half way 


through when she has children. It 
looks at how you become an older 
person when you have kids.” 

The younger Zoe will be played by 
Amy Dolan and her older double 
will be Rachael Spence. 

The unique staging of the play 
means only 20 people can watch it 
at one time. There will be four 
performances on each day. The play 
lasts for 90 minutes with the two 
Zoes swapping halfway. 

Groups start making their way 
around the centre every 45 minutes, 
giving both actresses a tight 
schedule to run back to their 
starting point and begin again. 

Does Terry fear the actresses may 
not make it in time? 

“There’s always a danger with 
this kind of play,” he laughed. 

“We joke that we make logistical 
theatre. We have to be very 
organised to make sure we manage 
it. We have lots of prompts to know 
when we have to go back and forth. 

“We are finishing in London in 
June, it is very exciting and we have 
lots and lots going on. We have a 
fantastic cast and it’s just about to 
go into final rehearsals.” 

Terry said there had been the odd 
“oh my God moment” when 
thinking the play was now so soon 
but he said they are feeling ready 
and raring to do. 

“We had a preview run last 
October and since then we have 
been re-writing the script. As the 
time comes we are beginning to 
wonder what we have got ourselves 
in for It has been an idea for about 


two years and we are looking 
forward to finally doing it. It all 
takes so long.” 

He added: “People were moved by 
it in the October previews. As far as 
we know this (style of play) is 
something that has never been done 
before. It is nice to do something 
different. 

“There will be seven of us in the 
cast. Everywhere we go we have a 
local young girl playing the teenage 
daughter of Zoe. It’s great to have 
that in the local production.” 

The name of the actress has yet to 
be announced - but Dante or Die 
has been in touch the Harlow’s 
Pauline Quirke Academy to recruit 
a young star. 

Handle with Care may be a 
logistical nightmare to perform but 
it creates flowing, gripping 
entertainment and helps to redefine 
the boundaries of theatre. 

Terry believes such a play has 
never been performed before. He 
wrote it alongside Dante or Die 
members Chloe Moss and director 
Daphna Attias who first came up 
with the idea - in a storage unit of 
course! 

“Daphna was putting some things 
into storage and starting talking to 
the guy that worked there about 
why people use them,” said Terry 
about where the idea started. 

“He said a lot of people have to 
use them when they have split up or 
are going through changes in their 
lives which sparked her 
imagination. 

“Stuff has a different meaning to 


us at different times of our life. It 
seemed really right for a 
contemporary story. We share 
different parts of Zoe’s life through 
the objects. All of the objects 
become meaningful. It is funny how 
items mean so much to one person.” 

Who would have thought that 
Rubik’s Cubes, space hoppers and 
Walkmans could provoke such a 
touching response? 

Terry plays a Lok’n Store 
employee who is omnipresent 
throughout the play - and is the 
only consistency as the narrative 
moves forward in time. 

“My character never ages. We 
realised there is a lot of humanity 
behind these places that can seem 
impersonal. These people really get 
to know their customers. 

“We got in touch with them 
(Lok’n Store) via a theatre where 
one of their board members is 
actually the company’s chief 
executive. It has been an amazing 
experience for us and for them. 

“We are hoping that by holding a 
performance in a less obvious place 
- people who do not usually come to 
the theatre may be attracted to 
come.”

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Jess brings her 
Tourette's story 
to the Playhouse 


ESS Thom has Tourette 
syndrome. For her this means 
she is unable to stop herself 
saying “biscuit” around 16,000 
times a day and she could 
involuntarily say anything. 

Although she is neurologically 
incapable of sticking to a script, the 
35-year-old performs in a two-woman 
show which is coming to Harlow 
Playhouse later this month. 

“It tells the story of my journey with 
Tourette’s and brings to life the real 
situations 1 face,” said Jess. “There is a 
mixture of theatre, song and comedy. As 
1 am incapable of following a script 
every show is different. 

“We take audiences on a surreal 
journey and people can expect a lot of 
humour.” 

Jess joins her namesake Jess Mabel 
Jones on stage for Backstage in Biscuit 
Land. The touring production will come 
to Harlow for one night only on Tuesday, 
April 19. 

As part of Pay What You Can season, 
audiences can make a donation of any 
size after the show. 

Jess said she founded her company 
Touretteshero in 2010 “as a creative 
response” to living with the condition. 

“There is a lot of misunderstanding 


and 1 wanted to expel the idea of it being 
scary and causing any discomfort,” she 
added. 

“1 want people to think more about it, 
and we have had fantastic responses 
from people who have really connected.” 

Tourette syndrome is estimated to 
affect more than 300,000 people in the 
UK. A key feature of the neurological 
condition is for people to have tics. 

Vocal tics cause people with Tourette’s 
to make uncontrollable sounds, while 
motor tics cause uncontrollable 
movements. 

Jess has Coprolalia and Copropaxia 
which leads her to make obscene 
comments and gestures. But country to 
popular belief, this is a condition that 
only affects 10 per cent of people with 
Tourette’s. 

“There is a lack of understanding 
about the tics,” added Jess. 

“It is a disability, but only through the 
social model of disability. This means 
that people are not disabled by their 
impairments but through the way things 
are organised in the world.” 

Jess is a natural performer and has 
won rave reviews from national media. 

Broadcast from Biscuit Land, an 
off-shoot of the stage show, has seen Jess 


appear on BBC4, while she has written a 
book called Welcome to Biscuit Land, 
with a forward from Stephen Fry. 

This will be the Londoner’s first visit 
to Harlow and she said she is looking 
forward to the performance. 

“The show is scripted, but we could 
talk about anything. It’s unpredictable 
and can go in strange directions. 

“We are performers, so we rehearse 
and make plans for things we can change 
about the show. We want to make sure 
that audiences get a really positive 
experience. 

“Every performance is relaxed so 
people with autism, learning difficulties 
and Tourette’s can come along and feel 
comfortable. It is okay of people make 
noises as it does not follow the strict 
etiquette of conventional theatre.” 

Despite her success, Jess refuses to be 
labelled an inspiration and instead 
focuses on sharing the creativity and 
humour of Tourette’s. 

Through the Touretteshero website 
she regularly blogs and shares photos - 
encouraging many with the condition to 
interact and get involved. 

She encourages dealing with the 
condition informally and hopes to 
spread awareness of what Tourette 
syndrome is. 

“It’s for people with and without 
Tourette’s. Lots of people and their 
families are involved in lots of different 
ways. 

“We put on events for young people, 
including a party at Tate Britain. 

“1 have always been a creative 
personality, but 1 haven’t always been 
performing in this way. For many years 1 
have worked for children’s charities.” 

There is no telling what the 
performance could contain - so be 
prepared for strong language, but also to 
be thoroughly entertained.

Civic society to welcome New Town expert 


A TALK on the history of the 
British new town movement 
will be held at Harlow 
Museum on Thursday. 

Harlow Civic Society will 
be welcoming guest speaker 
Elain Harwood , a senior 
researcher and historian with 
Historic England (formerly 
English Heritage) who has 
spent much of her time 
researching the architecture 
and landscape of the 20th 
century with particular focus 


on the period from 1945-79. 

She has been studying the 
history of Harlow for many 
years initially for the listing 
of some of its buildings and 
then later for a book entitled 
Space, Hope and Brutalism 
which was published by Yale 
University Press last year. 

She is currently working on 
a book about new towns to be 
published by Historic 
England 


In 2008, she was invited to 
unveil a plaque to Harlow 
masterplaster Sir Frederick 
Gibberd in the Water 
Gardens. 

Her talk will look at the 
history of Britain's new towns 
from their origins in the 
garden cities of Letch worth 
and Welwyn Garden City and 
will then set Harlow in the 
context of its peers, including 
Stevenage, Crawley and 
Hemel Hempstead. 


She will also discuss the 
future of new towns, asking 
whether Harlow and its more 
recent developments such as 
Newhall offer pointers for 
further developments to meet 
Britain’s growing population?

(April 14), starting at 7pm.

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Avoiding the 

limelight 

One glance at his CV clearly shows Midnight Special's Michael Shannon 
isn't work-shy, but he prefers to hover under the radar when it comes 
to fame. He tells Gemma Dunn why to him 'everything is science-fiction' 


ay what you like about US actor Michael 
Shannon, but don’t question his 
dedication. He’s on a fleeting visit, 
having flown into the UK just hours 
before - to then leave the same 
afternoon - when we meet. But there’s method in 
his madness, as the Kentucky native explains 
he’s in fact rehearsing for his latest Broadway 
stint. Long Day’s Journey Into Night. 

“I’m starring with Jessica Lange. She did the 
play here in the West End 15 years ago and 
wanted to do it again, so we’re doing it. She’s my 
mum right now.” 

Shannon is somewhat intense, furrow-browed; 
the 41-year-old’s cinematic reputation precedes 
him. 

Since making his big screen debut in 1993’s 
Groundhog Day, the acclaimed talent has gone on 
to star in more than 40 films, including 
Revolutionary Road opposite Kate Winslet and 
Leonardo DiCaprio, and Zack Snyder’s Man Of 
Steel. But it’s his sanity-tipping, pressure-cooker 
roles he has become synonymous for - such as 
Curtis in Jeff Nichols’ Take Shelter. 

He’s quick to shut down those who pigeonhole 
him, however. 

“Isn’t the idea that you’re different people in 
each of the movies? Sometimes 1 hear that 1 play 
different parts and sometimes people say, ‘so you 
always play the same part’. It’s confusing, but it’s 
part of our culture: everybody describes 
everything by comparing it to something else.” 

From his disarmingly deadpan expression to 
his drawn-out answers. Shannon - dressed in a 
casual jeans and denim shirt combo - is hard to 
read, but equally fascinating. 

His latest venture - his fourth film with 
director and friend Nichols (Shotgun Stories, 
Mud) - is just as ambiguous. 

Midnight Special tells the story of Roy 
(Shannon), a father who is desperate to protect 
his uniquely gifted eight-year-old son Alton 
(Jaeden Lieberher). 



As the pair go on the run, aided by friend 
Lucas (Joel Edgerton), and later the child’s 
mother Sarah (Kirsten Dunst), an intense car 
chase ensues as they are hunted down by a 
mysterious cult and a clandestine government 
agency - the outcome of which could bring about 
a world-changing event. 

“Most people have some mystery in their lives, 
unanswerable questions,” declares Shannon. “1 


don’t think Roy really knows what’s happening 
with his son.” 

Citing eighties sci-fi classics such as Starman 
among the film’s artistic influences, Nichols first 
sold the premise to Shannon as a car-chase movie 
- with some “stunt-type driving”. 

But with supernatural undertones, the duo 
steered into new territory for the genre-defying 
thriller. 

Mulling over every word. Shannon exclaims: “1 
think everything is science-fiction. 

“A lot of things that used to seem very 
far-fetched and ‘in the future’ are now in the 
present, and that’s going to keep getting more 
extreme as time marches on. Things like Skype 
and drones used to be something you would read 
about in a Ray Bradbury story, and that’s what 
gives me the heebie-jeebies.” 

He’s just as uneasy when it comes to social 
media. “I’m a real Neanderthal. 1 don’t enjoy 
technology much; I’m cautious about it. 


“We need to be careful that we don’t rely on it 
too much,” he adds. “It creeps me out when I’m 
on the subway and 1 see everybody staring at 
their phones. 

“Somebody made a point recently that it’s like 
people are becoming androids, and that makes 
me uncomfortable.” 

But the father-of-two - who lives in Brooklyn 
with his partner of 14 years, actress Kate 
Arrington - realises he has to accept it will be a 
part of his daughters’ upbringing. 

“1 try and instil a sense in them that...,” he 
begins pensively. “Look, you can’t block that out 
of their lives completely, but at the end of the day, 
you need to be paying attention to what is 
actually right in front of your face, not what 
you’re looking at on a screen. 

“It’s unnerving, but 1 probably just sound like 
an old fuddy-duddy.” 

With 25 years in the industry, working across 
TV, film and theatre, the Oscar and Golden Globe 
nominee shows no sign of letting up in 2016. 

In addition to Midnight Special, the in-demand 
actor will play Elvis Presley, opposite Kevin 
Spacey in Liza Johnson’s historical film Elvis & 
Nixon. 

Of his transformation into ‘The King‘, the 
former musician says: “1 think anybody who 
wouldn’t be intimidated taking it on would be 
pretty silly. 

“1 appreciated Elvis’ music but 1 wasn’t a 
fanatic. 1 learned a lot about him working on the 
movie, which I’m grateful for, because the more 
time you spend studying Elvis, the more 
fascinating he becomes.” 

But skipping from one job to other, he admits, 
has its pitfalls. 

“Sometimes 1 think about other actors who 
take a lot more time off, or seem to be a lot more 
selective. 1 look at someone like Daniel 
Day-Lewis, who really does one movie every two 
or three years, and sometimes 1 envy that.

“It’s just I’m never quite sure which one is 
going to be the one. I doubt they’ll all be a hit; it’s 
like gambling.” 

Shannon has spent the majority of our 
interview turned away from me, and I wonder 
why someone has flown across the Atlantic to 
take part in a bout of press interviews if he finds 
the entire process so laborious. 

But perhaps the reason is glaringly obvious: 
he’s committed to his craft, not its malevolent 


accomplice, ‘fame’. 

“I am in denial about it,” he acknowledges, 
shifting ever so slightly in my direction. 

“I try and go about my business as I always 
have; I take the subway to work every morning. If 
someone says, ‘Hey aren’t you on TV or 
something?’ I say, ‘Yeah, I am’, and there’s not 
much more to say about it. It’s just an interesting 
moment in somebody’s day.”
